Company requests tax abatement

A Romulus manufacturer has 
asked the city for a tax abatement 
for a $3.2 million investment in 
equipment purchased for an 
upcoming expansion. 

Aztec Manufacturing, a maker 
of precision cast iron forgings for 
the automotive industry, applied 
for the tax break in January. If 
approved, the company would 
have the tax liability assessed by 


the city for the expansion cut by 50 
percent The company hopes the 
city will grant the break for 12 
years, the maximum amount of 
time allowed by state law. 

Frank Lopez, the owner of 
Aztec, did not return calls seeking 
comment Sean Galbraith, a man¬ 
ager with the company whose 
name appears on the abatement 
application, declined to comment 
on the matter. 

According to city paperwork, 
the company is seeking the abate¬ 


ment so it can preserve 89 jobs 
and create six new jobs during the 
next two years. 

Councilman Mike Prybyla said 
a public hearing on the matter was 
set for 7 p.m. April 7 before the 
regular city council meeting. He 
also said it’s unlikely that the com¬ 
pany will qualify for the full 12- 
year abatement 

“To say for sure. I’d have to look 
at the numbers in front of me dur-

First candidate files for city council term

At least one candidate has 
turned in nominating petitions 
for one of seven open city council 
seats that will be available in 
November. 

John Barden, 56, an executive 
assistant for County Executive 
Robert Ficano, joined the race 
last week. He is the first candi¬ 
date to publicly announce his 
intent to seek the office. 

“I have a lot of experience 
working for the county, and I can 
be direct link to the county for 
the city,” said Barden, a resident 
of Romulus for 29 years. “I’ve 
worked with many different peo¬ 


ple and have experience in the 
very things this city needs.” 

Barden, a married father of 
three, has worked for the county 
for seven years. Prior to joining 
the county, he worked as the 
business and training manager 
for Barden Cablevision, the com¬ 
pany formerly owned by his 
brother, Don Barden. In that role, 
he also served as the community 
liaison for Romulus and other 
western Wayne County commu¬ 
nities. 

He has also served on several 
boards and commissions in the 
city and county. He has served as 
a member of the Romulus 
Schools Finance Committee; a 
member of the Wayne County

District offers early 
retirement package

Looking to stem a $1.5 million 
shortfall, the Romulus Commun¬ 
ity School District will offer 
teachers an early retirement 
package that could drastically 
curtail the potential layoff of 
teachers and support personnel. 

Dick Kruse, a spokesperson 
for the district declined to pro¬ 
vide details, but did say teachers 
will have until April 4 to make a 
decisioa 

“We’re trying to respect the 
privacy of the employees,” he 
said. “It’s open to all teachera, but 
it’s difficult to say how many peo¬ 
ple are interested until the dead¬ 
line (for filing for retirement) has 
passed.” 

Kruse also declined to com¬ 
ment about how many teachers 
the district hopes accept the buy¬ 
out. The plan was offered to 
teachers, paraprofessionals, cler¬ 
ical and support workers, mainte¬ 
nance workers and district head¬ 
quarters staff, Kruse said. 

Offering the buyout to teach¬ 
ers close to retirement age or 
with several years of service is 
one way districts are battling the 
problem of shrinking revenue. In 
2003, Plymouth-Canton schools 
offered teachers a buyout plan 
that significantly reduced the 

Police fees

It could cost Romulus resi¬ 
dents a few more dollars to take 
advantage of several cily services 
offered by the Romulus Police 
Department 

City council members unani¬ 
mously approved an increase in 
fees in an effort to help bring the 
city in line with other municipali¬ 
ties that offer the same services. 

“It’s been a long time since we 
raised the fees, and we were los¬ 
ing money on offering these 
things,” said Mayor Alan Lambert 
‘Things are tough right now, and 
we needed to look at everything to 
make sure we weren’t losing 
money. It’s costing more and more 
to pay someone to take care of 
these services, and we hadn’t 
raised the rates in some time.” 

Copies of police reports will 
now cost $6, up from $4. Each 
additional page beyond three will 
still cost another 50 cents per 


instructional staff, but 
not defray the need to layoff 17 
teachers to balance the books. 
However, through additional 
attrition and resignations, the dis¬ 
trict was able to re-hire all of the 
teachers and some paraprofes¬ 
sionals. 

Romulus Community Schools 
employs about 535 educators and 
support staff at six school facili¬ 
ties. 

Personnel costs are being tar¬ 
geted by the district because 
about 85 percent of the school 
system’s $40 million budget goes 
to pay employee salaries and 
benefits, according to Bill 
Routhier, director of business 
and finance. That figure is typical 
for most large districts, he added. 

The current plan proposed by 
the district is not the first time an 
early buyout has been offered to 
Romulus Schools personnel. 
Staffers opted for a similar plan 
in 1999, which during a two-year- 
period reduced staff by about 27 
people. 

Though state aid for schools 
has been reduced for the past 
three years, the school district 
managed to balance the books 
without layoffs. This year, there 
are no anticipated cuts in school 
programs, Kruse said. He also

Lambert said the fees are 
based on research the city per¬ 
formed to see how much other 
cities charged for the same ser¬ 
vices. 

“We took a look at other munic¬ 
ipalities, and we thought this 
would be the best way to handle 
raising the fees,” he said. “We did¬ 
n’t want to charge too much for 
them. We want to continue offer¬ 
ing things like this, but we can’t do 
it and take a loss.” 

It has been 10 years since fees

The Visteon Corp. and Tyler 
Elementary School in Belleville 
have partnered to succeed in 
reading. 

The Read to Succeed program, 
which began recently, will bring 
47 Visteon volunteers to Tyler 
Elementary School every other 
week to help students develop 
their reading skills. Students in 
the first through fifth grade will 
be teamed up with a volunteer 
who will help them read and 
write from a book of their choice, 
according to Sally Coughlin, read¬ 
ing recovery teacher at Tyler 
Elementary. 

“So many of our children are 
without people at home that can

A real ‘community’ 

A packed room of Northville residents saw in action Monday night 
something that most community officials already knew: the communi¬ 
ty sticks together. 

Representatives from the Township Board of Trustees, the plan¬ 
ning commission, the City of Northville Downtown Development 
Authority (DDA) and the school board were all on hand to listen to a 
proposal from Real Estate Interests (REI), Inc. for the former 
Northville Psychiatric Hospital site. 

The development is one that geographically takes place in 
Northville Township; in other municipalities it would be approached 
as one that affected the township and the township alone. Not in 
Northville, though, where members of both township boards 
expressed concerns and articulated a willingness to protect two vital 
aspects of the community: the school district and the downtown busi¬ 
ness district It’s certainly important because the 415-acre develop¬ 
ment has the potential to adversely affect them both. 

At a time when many community officials are talking about cooper¬ 
ation across boundaries, it’s good to see such specific examples of that 
in action. The city and the township have long been ahead of that 
trend - they share many services, including the recently-implemented 
joint dispatch department, with each other, and facilities with the 
schools, too. This is another example of how concern over their neigh¬ 
bors will eventually benefit the entire community. 

With a project as large and far-reaching as this one on the table, it’s 
encouraging to see that everyone is on the same page. 

A worthwhile expense 

Soon, Wayne City Council members will vote on whether or not to 
take part in an Urban Design Studio with students and faculty from 
Andrews University, a small college on the other side of the state. 

The concept itself is an interesting one. It essentially invites a team 
of post-graduate college students into the community for an intensive 
series of design charrettes. They spend a week in the town, walking 
neighborhoods, meeting with business and elected officials, and the 
public and then come up with ideas on how to best preserve and revi¬ 
talize the community. It’s basically a semester-long project for the 
class, designed to give them real-world architectural experience and 
bolster their resumes. It will cost the city between $15,000 and $20,000. 

The concept of revitalization is hardly a new one here in Wayne, 
and you could make the argument that the city doesn’t necessarily 
need any help. City officials have been very proactive in attempts to 
spark development and redevelopment in the town: they’ve gradually 
sold off prominent pieces of land, they have programs in place to 
entice business and property owners to keep up and improve their 
properties, they’ve invested in the community. They have a vision, too, 
and it’s progressing. 

Even so, we think participating in the Urban Design Studio would 
be money well spent, particularly if those funds come from the 
Downtown Development Authority (DDA), as they most likely would. 
This is the kind of thing that DDAs were designed for, after all, and 
the project would be a bargain at twice the price. 

The funding probably won’t be the only new request from the DDA 
this year - members of the Wayne 2020 Committee will ask for DDA 
funds to bring public art to the downtown area in the fonn of outdoor 
murals - but that shouldn’t hinder this project 

This is a situation where the vote to approve or reject the project 
could tell more about the future of the city than the actual outcome of

Veterinarian’s office staff 
explains euthanasia policy 

To the editor: 

We feel compelled to respond 
to a letter recently written by 
Alice Denstedt about her cat. 
Baby, which was euthanized in 
our office last month. This is the 
second time that Mrs. Denstedt 
has unfairly maligned us, and we 
would like to present the facts as 
they actually occurred. 

When Mrs. Denstedt called 
our office to make an appoint¬ 
ment to bring her cat in to be put 
to sleep, a staff member asked on 
two occasions if she wanted to be 
present. She said that she did 
not She then was quoted a fee 
for this service based on the 
owner not being present for the 
procedure.

When the~Denstedts arrived 
with their cat, Mr Denstedt decid¬ 
ed that he wanted to be present 
when his cat was put to sleep. 
When our receptionist told him 
that there would be an additional 
fee to stay with their pet, he 
became irate at the additional fee 
and decided not to stay with his 
cat after all. When a client elects 
to stay with her or her pet for 
euthanasia, an extra fee is 
charged because an exam room 
is used for the procedure and 
because the doctor and veteri¬ 
nary technician spend time with 
the client 

Mrs. Denstedt claims that her 
cat was crying out The fact of the 
matter is that this unfortunate cat 
was far too ill to be able to cry out 
and in fact neither moved nor 
uttered a sound during the 
euthanasia procedure. 

Rirthermore, they could not have 


heard any cries from their cat 
because Mrs. Denstedt, by her 
own choice, was sitting in her 
vehicle and Mr Denstedt was out¬ 
side our office smoking a ciga¬ 
rette during the procedure. 
When Mr Denstedt came back in 
to view Baby’s remains, several 
staff members expressed their : 
sympathy, compassion, and sor¬ 
row for the loss of their pet He 
did apologize to our staff more 
making an issue over the fees. 

Veterinarians as a group enter 
this profession because they love 
animals. The employees who 
work in our hospital all work 
there for the same reason. We all 
have pets of our own, and we love 
them just as our clients love 
theirs. Euthanasia is always an 
emotional experience for every¬ 
one involved, and we fully under-

When Ceilia Burcham first 
learned of a job opening at 
Oakwood Annapolis Hospital, 
she didn’t want to take it 

She had just moved back to 
Michigan and 
was working in a 
nursing home, 
she said, in a job 
she liked. 

“I didn’t want 
to leave,” she 
said. “I wanted 
to stay where I 
was at' 

She reconsidered, though, and 
took the job and hasn’t looked 
back since. Now, more than 38 
years later, she’s ready to retire to 
spend more time with her family. 
She said it wasn’t an easy deci¬ 
sion, either 

“I’m with the people here 
more than my family,” she said. 
“My family is here.” 

Most of them don’t know her 
as Ceilia, though, but by her nick¬ 
name, Tboty, which even she isn’t 
sure how she earned. Her co¬ 
workers know her as a dedicated 
hard-worker in the physical ther¬ 
apy department, where she has 
helped thousands of people 


reclaim their lives through the 
years. 

“We’re going to miss her 
tremendously,” said Pat Bernier, 
director of Physical Medicine 
and Rehabilitation at the hospi¬ 
tal, which is located on Annapolis 
Street in Wayne. “She’s one of 
those people 
that can’t sit 
still. You can tell 
her something 
needs to be 
done next 
month and 
she’ll have it 
done 10 minutes 
later” 

Burcham spent most of her 
life in Wayne and remembers a 
time when Wayne County housed 
cattle nearby, in what is now 
Attwood Park. The schools she 
attended as a youngster have 
since been tom down. The creek 
where she used to fish for polly- 
wogs is now just a memory, too. 

“I learned to drive on these 
old dirt roads,” she said. 

Her only time away from the 
community was when she spent 
about seven years in California, 
alter she graduated high school 
and ran off - with her sweetheart 

“I called it running away,” 
Burcham said. “I was 18 and I 


had just graduated and I had 
strict parents.” 

When she returned to 
Michigan, she moved into her 
childhood home and has since 
raised a daughter on her own. 

She’s been a regular face at 
the Physical Therapy 
Department at the hospital, too, 
and has earned accolades for 
going above and beyond her 
duties there, according to 
Bernier. She remembers a time 
when Burcham tried to coax a 
stroke survivor into regaining his 
strength - she told him if he ate 
his breakfast she’d bring in his 
dog for a visit Fifteen minutes 
later, the plate was cleared and 
soon after that, Burcham had 


reunited the man with his pet, 
which he hadn’t seen in a while. 

“He just went wild,” Burcham 
said. “That little dog was his life¬ 
line.” The visit also helped spur 
the man toward recovery. 

“She’s always doing a lot of 
extra things like that” Bernier 
said. “She can’t be replaced. 
We’re going to miss hen” 

Burcham said she’s always 
enjoyed the work and helping the 
patients that come under her 
care. She said she’s met many 
wonderful people that way, and 
still keeps in touch with some of 
them. It’s not uncommon for 
them to come up to her at Wayne 
events and thank her, either. 

“It’s nice when somebody 


comes up to you and gives you a 
hug and a thank you,” Burcham 
said. “It touches you.” 

But, at 63, she said it was time 
to take a step back, get some 
additional rest and be lazy for a 
while. Her 4-year-old grandson 
now lives nearby, in Toledo, and 
Burcham said she expects to 
spend a lot more time with him, 
too. 

Bernier said she hopes that 
Tooty won’t be a stranger to the 
place where she spent the major¬ 
ity of her career, either. In fact, 
she’s trying to persuade her not 
to be 

“We’re trying to convince her 
to come back and volunteer,” she 
said. 


She can’t be replaced.

24, but will 
be presented to Girlstown later this month 
at a women's history month event 

Carter said the funds will help pay for a 
video recorder that will be used to create a 
tape library of the workshops and to train 
the client participants. They will also sup¬ 
port the honorariums, printing costs, 
transportation and other project needs.

Nobody thought that South 
Lyon would come in to the dis¬ 
trict tournament and take out the 
favored seat, Novi, in the semi¬ 
finals.

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Pioneers oust Chiefs in hockey regionals

The Ann Arbor Pioneers cut 
the Canton Chief’s hopes of a 
regional hockey championship 
short in a semi-final contest last 
week. 

The Pioneers thumped them, 7- 
4, and put an end to an otherwise 
stellar season. Under first-year 
coach Mike Behen, the Chiefs 
boasted a team record of 15-7-3. 

“That’s about double from the 
previous season,” he said. ‘That’s 
good for the program. I would 
have liked to have won regionals 
for the kids’ sake and for the pro¬ 
gram’s sake.

Senior defenseman and co-cap¬ 
tain Mike Kondratek started 
things for Canton early in the first 
frame of play. He knocked one 
into the Pioneers’ net, which gave 
the Chiefs their only lead of the 
game at 1-0. Senior forward Bryan 
Wioncek and junior forward Brett 
Giacamino notched the assists on 
the play. 

The advantage was short lived, 
though. • 

Ann Arbor fired back with 
three unanswered goals, two on 
power plays, in the same period. 
The barrage put Pioneer up, 3-1, 


after one session of play. 

The second didn't get any easi¬ 
er for the Chiefs. Ann Arbor 
knocked in two more for a domi¬ 
nating 5-1 lead. But senior Pat 
Davison proved that Canton still 
had some life left in them. He put 
one across the goal line to make it 
a 5-2 game. Senior forward and co¬ 
captain Reece McCabe and junior 
forward Kevin Tollison helped on 
the play. 

Davison’s goal spurred Canton 
on to two more in the third. Senior 
defenseman and co-captain Ben 
Laurin scored the first tally for a 5- 
3 game. Kondratek and senior for¬ 
ward Garret Hyman earned 
assists.

Behen pulled his goalie with

“Everyone thought it was icing 
but the ref didn’t blow the whis¬ 
tle,” he said.

With Pioneer up, 6-4, Behen 
left his net empty to gain another

Penalties and the loss of 
Kondratek to a misconduct penal¬ 
ty in the third were big factors in 
the game, too.

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Road repair funding 

may be ‘snowed under’

As the first day of spring draws near, the 
promise of warmer days and an end to the 
snow may have come none too soon for 
residents in the grip of spring fever. It cer- 
j tainly can’t happen soon enough to suit Pat 
Hogan, director of the Wayne County 
Department of Public Service (DPS) 
Roads Division. However, he is not con¬ 
cerned about the start of baseball season 
or sending children outside to play—it’s 
the road repair funds that shrink with 
each snowfall that worries him. 

This year, Wayne County has experi¬ 
enced a much higher snowfall total than 
normal. 

‘The average quantity of snow is in the 
40-42 inch range,” he said. “In this area 
we’ve experienced about 55 inches of 
snow.” All told, Hogan said that the num¬ 
ber of snowstorms was about 20 percent 
higher than average. 

As a result, the removal costs have 
increased, too. As county DPS crews had 
to be called in to operate snow plows and 
salt trucks at all hours of the day and night 
to keep the more than 1,900 miles of roads 
and highways under their jurisdiction as 
safe as possible. It is an operation that 
doesn’t come cheap. 

“We haven’t seen the overtime numbers 
yet, but we suspect that we are over bud¬ 
get,” said Hogan. 

While the final figures are not yet avail¬ 
able, he said that between the $22 per ton 
cost for road salt and the costs associated 
with manpower and equipment use, snow 


removal operations cost the county spends 
between $60 and $70 per ton of salt distrib¬ 
uted. As of Friday, the department had 
spread about 130,000 tons of salt—and 
spent between $780,000 and $910,000. 
These anticipated charges—even at their 
lowest—hover dangerously close to the 
upper limit of the amount county officials 
expected to spend. On average, the depart¬ 
ment spends $7-$8 million dollars on snow 
removal each year. 

The roads division has a set budget that 
it must follow each year, so when snow 
removal costs exceed what their expecta¬ 
tions, then the funds must be reallocated 
from somewhere else—like road repair— 
to cover it Hogan said. 

“We anticipate that some time toward 
the end of winter we’ll have to make some 
adjustments in the budget for the balance 
of the fiscal year,” Hogan said. “Some 
things we had hoped to accomplish over 
the summer will probably have to be post¬ 
poned.” 

If that happens, the projects most likely 
to be sacrificed would be road resurfacing 
The department would take on as many 
projects as funding permits, but Hogan 
said that several factors— including pre¬ 
sent condition, traffic volume, and the cost 
of the project— would be used to deter¬ 
mine which projects require immediate 
attention and which could be pushed 
back. 

Hogan said that staff members would 
begin to analyze the various costs in the 
upcoming weeks to determine if cuts need 
to be made and, if so, where they should 
come from.

What Will 
Become of 
Your IRA's? 

I recently met with a new client, 

Charles, who brought in files for nine 
IRA's that he had accumulated over the 
past 20 years. He wanted me to review C - ^ urtis and Assoc,ates - ,nc - 
and consolidate them into one, easily 

managed account. As I went through the files, I discovered that 
several accounts had different beneficiaries. Three named an ex¬ 
spouse, another his deceased father, and others included his 
children, some whom he removed from his will. His two most 
recent accounts specified his estate as the beneficiary. 

Charles explained that whenever he opened up a new IRA, he 
would name whoever was closest to him at that time as the 
beneficiary. And when he couldn't think of anyone to name, the 
representative at the bank told him that naming the estate would be 
the best thing to do because his will would take care of everything. 
Charles was shocked when I explained what would actually 
happen to his IRA money when he died. And if you are in a similar 
position, you may be too. 

First of all, your will or trust takes a backseat when it comes to 
IRA's. The beneficiary-designation form is the ruling authority. 
So if you've named an ex-spouse, a parent, or anyone that you may 
have even disinherited in your will, that's who'll receive your assets 
when you die. 

The beauty of the IRA beneficiary-designation form is that it will 
allow assets to pass to your heirs without going through probate. 
And just like life insurance proceeds, all your beneficiaries usually 
have to do is present a death certificate, fill out new forms, and their 
check is in the mail. It doesn't get any easier! If your beneficiaries 
have predeceased you though, or you didn't name any at all, the 
assets become part of your estate. Your heirs will eventually get the 
money, but they might not be able to take advantage of the Final 
Regulations that were approved on April 17, 2002. These rules let 
the beneficiaries of the IRA's take smaller withdrawals, therefore 
stretch out tax payments longer than in the past. In fact, they can 
stretch the payments out for their lifetimes allowing the bulk of the 
account continued growth. A 42 year old inheriting a hypothetical 
$300,000 IRA earning a hypothetical 6% annual rate of return would 
accumulate $1.2 million. 

We recommend that you consolidate your IRAs into one 
account (even 457 plans, 403b accounts, 401k accounts etc.) 
Then have one beneficiary-designation form naming the primary 
and contingent beneficiaries. Keep this form up to date if your 
desires change in the future or if any of the beneficiaries pass away.

Is it safe to have a 
wireless network in my 
home or at my 

Great question. Wireless 
networks can be just as secure and 
run just as fast if not faster then wired 
networks to a certain extent. 

They are cheap to deploy, easy to setup, and if you're not worried 
about broadcasting your wireless signal all over your neighborhood, 
wireless networks can be an out of the box solution in most cases. 
However, broadcasting your wireless signal sets you up to be the 
person or company we all see on the news as being investigated for the 
latest virus that was released and caused millions of dollars in damage. 
Is that extreme and the odds of it happening to you low, sure, but make 
no mistake in thinking it couldn't or doesn't happen. What is more 
common though is that your neighbor, whose machine is loaded with 
viruses and worms, is sharing you connection and infecting all 
machines on your network, costing you dollars and downtime. 

Most wireless devices utilize WEP (Wireless Encryption Privacy) 
which offers 128 bit encryption. 

This provides initial security via secure authentication, but there are 
ways around that. Tools available via the Internet allow some wireless 
systems to be cracked and used for illegitimate use such as free 
internet access or a potential attack on a different network launched 
from the host's network. I've seen compromised systems being used as 
application servers serving up everything from spam to illicit material 
and the owner be none the wiser until we came over and gave them a 
free consultation and discovered the issue. Because of such tools, 
broadcasting past the walls of your building or home is not 
recommended, and the only way to prevent this is by implementing a 
RADIUS encryption server. For a company this would be the best 
solution, but for a home owner it can be expensive but by following the 
below guidelines you are much less likely to be the victim 

Limit your wireless device to allow access by authorized MAC 
address only. Even though this still isn't 100% secure since misguided 
individuals can spoof MAC address, ifs better then not doing it. 

• Limit available amount of DHCP address to hand out. This will allow 
you to see if someone is attached to your network and give you the 
ability to react. 

• Make sure you set up WEP and write the number down and put it 
someplace safe! This is a must and should be made mandatory on all 
wireless devices. 

• DO NOT BROADCAST YOUR SSIDM! If they have your SSID they 
halfway own you. 

• 

To answer your question, yes they can be a safe but it takes a 
professional to make them safe secure and bulletproof.
